Moderates Abdicate In Or- 


der to Force the Hands 


of Commissioners

Havana, Sept. 26.—Cuba 
today is 


practically without a government and 
the landing of American forces to re- 
store order in the island is believed to- 
be the necessary outcome. The mod- 
erate, or governing party, last night, 
decided to abdiciate everything in the 
nature of national, provincial and mun- 
icipal government and thus force the 
hands of the American peace commis- 
sioners and compel the United States 
o intervene for the second tinre ui 
Cuba. 


The liberals denounce the action of 


Palma's administration, but the eonser- 
ative interests throughout the island 
welcome tbe idea of American inter- 
vention as being the only means of se- 
curing an orderly administration of the 
island's aSairs for au> length of time. 
It is pointed out that even if ihe 
American comm.ssioners succeed in 
establishing tbe liberals 5n power i- 
would not insure peace in Cuba and 
that the condition of uarest would cost- 
timie indefinitely. The government of- 
ficials all admit ffiat they, .prefer Amer- 
ican intervention to seeing the liberal 
party in power. President Palma, at 
a ^ special session of congress called 
for Friday, will formally present the 
resignations of himself <md Vice Presi- 
dent Mendez: Capote, but it is not cer- 
tain that a quorum will be present as 
Ihe- moderates decided that they would 
not have any further relations with, 
the government of Cuba, also alleging 
unfair treatment at the hands of the 
American commissioners. The latter 
have plainly signified their disgust at 
the condition ol the government lead- 
ers and have just ahount abandoned 
their efforts to restore order in the 
island except by the use of force. 


Secretary Taft has pointed out that 


the Cuban officials instead of co-oper- 
ating with the American commission- 
ers have made every preparation to 
continue their control and have re- 
jected terms of peace offered by the 
Americans.
